b ea tin g tu c N ew S en ators In th e Classen 
to W h ic h T h ey D elo n g . 
W a s h in g to n , December 4th.—After the 
opening of the Senate this m orning the cre­ 
dentials of Pierce and Casey, as Senators 
from North Dakota, were presented, and 
the Senators took the oath of office. 
H oar reponed back the resolution offered 
by him on Monday providing a moda for 
ascertaing by lot the classes to which the 
Senators from the three new 8tates—North 
Dakota, South Dakota and W ashington— 
shall be assigned as to their respective 
terms of .ervice. 
Cullom thereupon presented certificates 
from the two Houses of the North Dakota 
Legislature, designating I’ierce as Senator 
for the long term . 
H oar contended that the Legislature had 
nothing to do with the m atter, which ex­ 
pressly devolved on the Senate. 
Gorman rem arked that identically the 
same case had been presented in regard to 
the first Senator from Minnesota, when th . 
Legislature designated Rica as the Senator 
for the long term, and the Senate decided 
th at the action could not be regarded by it. 
The resolution was agreed to, and a draw­ 
ing by lot (as provided by it) was proceeded 
w ith. The result was that ef the two Sen­ 
ators from the State of W u h iig lo n Sqnire 
wasassigDed to the class of Senators whose 
term s expire March 3, 1891, and Allen to 
the class expiring in March, 1893. Of 
South Dakota, Senator Moody got the short 
term and Pettigrew the long term. Of 
North Dakota, Senator Pierce got the short 
term and Case the long one. 
A petition presented by Cullom of the 
Short H orn Produoers’ Association favors 
subsidies for steam ships to South and Cen­ 
tral America, and favors Chicago as the 
site of the proposed W orld's F air in 1892. 


BILLS INTRODUCED. 
Five hundred and five bills were intro­ 
duced d u r iD g the day, among which were 
the following: 
By Cockrell—Of Kansas City Commercial 
Exchange in favor of St. Louis as the site 
for the W orld's Fair, with Chicago as sec­ 
ond choice. Also in favor of one cent let­ 
ter postage. 
By Sherm an—To m ake and alter the 
regulations as to the time, places and m an­ 
ner of holding elections for Representatives 
in Congress. 
By Reagan—To define trusts; for the free 
coinage of silver; to repeal the Act for the 
sale of bonds; to redeem legal tender notes. 
By Dawes— Extending the pension laws 
(a bill prepared by a committee of the 
G. A. R ) 
By Stewart—To provide for free coinage 
of both gold and silver, and for the issu­ 
ance of coin certificates to circulate as 
money. 
By M orrill—To refund direct taxes col­ 
lected under Act of 1861. 
By Spooner—Two bills as to the election 
of members of CoDgress. Also a bill to 
regulate commerce by telegraph. 
By M anderson—To grant pensions to 
ex-soldiera incapacitated for m anual labor; 
to prevent the sum m ary cancellation of 
pension certificates, and provide for the 
heariDg in cases relating thereto. 
By Vance—To repeal the d v il se r ’ -e 
law. 
By Evarts—Several bills to increase the 
salaries of United States Circuit and Dis­ 
trict Judges. 
By Voorhees—For paym ent of arrears of 
pensions from the date of death or dis­ 
charge. 
By Cullom—To equalize the rates of pen­ 
sions in certain cases. 
By Farw ell—To perpetuate a national 
banking system. 
By Call—M aking it unlawful and provid­ 
ing for the forfeiture of vessels owned by 
subjects of foreign Governments fishing 
within three leagues of the coast of the 
United Stales or w ithin any of the bays or 
headlands of the United States. 
By Paddock—To exem pt railway mail 
employes and Postoffice Inspectors from 
the operations of the civil service law; to 
provide for the disposal of the Fort Sedg­ 
wick m ilitary reservation in Colorado and 
Nebraska to actual settlers; to perm it the 
organization of national banks with a cap­ 
ital of less than $50,000 in towns of less 
than 6.000 population. 
By Morgan—A bill from last Congress re­ 
ferring the Lorba claim to Court of Claims 
for a final adjudication. 
By M itchell—Extending 
the Mexican 
Pension Act to all who served thirty days 
or more in any war since 1845. 
By Turpie—Granting a pension of one 
a m onth for each day's service in the army 
during the late war. 
Bv Dolpb—That the States of Oregon, 
W ashington and Montana shall constitute 
the Tenth Judicial Circuit, with a new Cir­ 
cuit Judge; also, a bill for the forfeiture of 
a part of the Northern Pacific g ra n t; also, 
to repeal the pre-emption and tim ber cult­ 
ure laws; also, appropriating $1,000,000 to 
enable the Secretary of W ar to purchase 
necessary sites for fortification at such 
points where such sites have not been pur­ 
chased or acquired. 
By Mitchell—Appropriating $2,000,000 for 
the construction of a boat railway at the 
Dalles and Celio falls, and at Three and 
Ten-mile rapids, on the Columbia river, 
Oregon. 
By W ilson of Iowa—Amending the In ­ 
terstate Corumetce Act, so as to provide 
that any article of oommerce manufactured 
and the sale of which is prohibited in any 
State, shall not be transported and deliv­ 
ered within that State by any transporta­ 
tion company. 
By Reagan—Giving all the holders of sil­ 
ver bullion of the value of $50 or more the 
privilege of having the bullion coined into 
silver dollars. 
Cameron introduced the subsidy steam ­ 
ship bill introduced by him in the last 
Congress. 
Dolph introduced a bill providing for 
fortifications and other sea-coast defenses, 
as recommended by the Board appointed 
by President Cleveland to aelect ports at 
which fortifications 
are 
most urgently 
needed. 
Among the porta selected are San 
Francisco, the lake ports. New Orleans, 
G alvestOD, Portland, 
Oregon, 
and San 
Diego. The bill appropriates for the pur­ 
pose $126,377,800, to be expended over a 
period of twelve years. The guns for the 
batteries on the Pacific coast may be con­ 
structed at the Government gun factory to 
be erected on that coast at a cost not to ex­ 
ceed $1,000.000. 
Senator M anderson introduced a bill i» 
accordance w ith the recommendations of 
the Secretary of W ar, to increase the 
efficiency of the infantry of the army. 
Each regim ent shall be oomposedof twelve 
companies, with one Colonel, one Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, three Majors, one A djutant 
and one Quartermaster. The bill also pro­ 
vides the num ber of enlisted men of the 
arm y shall be increased to 30.000. 
Senator Cullom introduced a bill for the 
disposal of all the public lands of the 
United 8tates in California. Oregon. Colo­ 
rado. Nevada, W ashington, Montana, North 
and South Dakota, and in other States that 
may be formed ont of the Territories of 
Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, Idaho. Wyo­ 
m ing and Alaska, which have not been 
otherwise disposed of or reserved before the 
acceptance of this Act by the 8tates and 
their ratification by Congress. It provides 
that those lands shall be ceded to the States 
in which they lie on condition that the 
States shall convey not more than SO acres 
susceptible to remunerative irrigalion to 
any one settler. 
If the State shall elect to 
sell the lands, the proceeds shall be used 
for the irrigation of such of the lands as 
may be m ade rem uneratively productive. 
If the land is given to settlers, it is to be 
taxed and the proceeds applied to irriga­ 
tion purposes. 
By W ilson of Iowa—Subjecting im ported 
liquors to the provisions of the law of the 
several States. 
By Davis— Granting pensions to ex­ 


soldiers and sailors incapacitated for m an­ 
ual labor and to dependent relatives. 
By M itchell—To prohibit objectionable 
foreign im m igration, encourage desirable 
im m igration and defend American labor; 
also for the admission of Idaho as a Stale. 
The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business and soon adjourned.

There wa* a decrease in the interest on 
the public debt ef $371,352 34. 
The revenues for the present fiscal year 
are estimated at $385,000,000, and expendi­ 
tures at $293,000,000, leaving a surplus of 
$92,000,000, or after the sinking fund is sup­ 
plied, of $43,678,883. 
SURPLUS AND REDUCTION. 
Of the surplus and means of redaction 
the Secretary says : "The accumulation of 
money in the Treasury beyond the neces­ 
sities of the Government endangers legiti­ 
mate business, leads to excessive and waste­ 
ful pnblic expenditure, and to encourage 
extravagance in private affairs. In the 
preseece of such conditions it is a manifest 
duty to wisely guard agaiDSt a future need­ 
less aoonmnlation with its fruitful train of 
evils. 
If a portion of the surplus revenues 
can be used to enlarge oarforeign markets, 
and thereby advance our commercial and 
productive interests, it is the part of wisdom 
to so apply it. The strengthening of our 
coast defenses and the building up of our 
navy, subjects of national concern, offer 
further opportunity for wise expenditures 
that would return money directly to the 
people. B at after m aking provision lor 
such expenditures as may be proper and 
reasonable for these purposes, a large an­ 
nual surplus will still remain, under the 
operation of existing laws. 
"The reduction of the interest bearing 
debt of the Government by the purchase of 
bonds is an expedient resorted to for 
returning part of this 
surplus to the 
channels of 
trade, aud 
is 
the 
only 
means now open to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the use of this money. To 
require from him this measure of responsi­ 
bility and discretion is of doubtful wisdom. 
The possible successful appeal to this dis­ 
cretion tempts individuals to rush business 
undertakings, in the belief that the money 
in the Treasury will be nsed to avert a 
threatened disaster. In the absence of such 
discretion in the Secretary, the possible use 
of this money would cease to enter into the 
calculations of the business world. It is 
manifestly wrong to take money from the 
people for the cancellation of bonds to the 
saving of only about 2 Der cent, of interest, 
when it is worth to them perhaps three 
tim es as m uch in their business. It is 
rather through a reduction of customs re­ 
ceipts and internal taxes that the unneces­ 
sary accumulation of moDey in the Treas­ 
ury should be avoided.” 
The Secretary then 
recommends the 
abolition of taxes on tobacco, m aking a re­ 
duction of $32,000,000, and of the removal 
of the tax on alcohol used in the arts, 
m aking a further reduction of $5,400,000. 
TARIFF FOR REVENUE. 
Treating of the tariff question, the Sec­ 
tary depreciated the tariff for revenue as 
follows : 
"The tariff for revenue only con­ 
templates such an adjustm ent of duty as 
will yield tfcs largest am ount of revenue at 
the lowest rates. It means the largest pos­ 
sible quantity of im portations consistent 
with the am ount of customs revenue re­ 
quired to defray the expenses of Govern­ 
m ent. If under the protection of the tar­ 
iff $300,000,000 of im portations would pay 
an annual revenue of $100,000,000, to pro­ 
duce the same am ount half the rates under 
the tariff for rkvenue only would require 
$600,000,000 of importations. 
The 
re­ 
sults of this policy, in the case supposed, 
would be to take from the American pro­ 
ducers their hom e m arket for $300,000,000 
on products and transfer it to their foreign 
competitors, while it would thus deprive 
our workmen of employment. 
It would 
also deplete the country of gold to pay for 
foreign labor and material, which should 
bs supplied at home.” 
The Secretary goes extensively into the 
subject ot tariff inequalities and recom­ 
m ends legislation for the improvem ent of 
customs adm inistration. 
Fixed salaries 
are recommended for Collectors of Customs. 
The imDorts during the year am ounted to 
$745,131,652 aud exports to $742,401,375. 


SUBSIDIES TO VESSELS. 
Subsidies to American vessels are recom­ 
mended. 
The Secretary says; “ American 
vessels running between San Francisco aDd 
Asiatic ports and receiving mail compensa­ 
tion of Bay $14,445 32 a year, have to com­ 
pete with the subsidized" ships of England 
and other oountries, and especially with a 
new line recently established for the ex­ 
press purpose of preying apon our oom­ 
merce, both on land and sea. This latest 
and boldest attack upon our transportation 
interests is backed by subsidies of $300,U00 
per annum on the line between Port Moody, 
in British Colombia, and China and Japan, 
aDd $600,000 od the Atlantic line between 
Liverpool and St. Johns, New Brunswick. 
The railroad which forms a connecting link 
to these two steamer lines, and thus gives 
a through route from Liverpool to China, 
has been aided to the extent of $16,554,804, 
as stated in the annual report of the Pacific 
Railway Company. 
During the past fiscal 
year we paid to foreign steamers for carry­ 
ing onr mails $396,583 81, and to our steam­ 
ers $109,828 14. 
SILVER PROBLEM. 
After thoroughly discussing the silver 
question, the Secretary recommends the 
following pian: 
The issue of Treasury 
notes against deposits of silver ballion at 
the m arket price of silver when deposited, 
payable on demand in snch quantities of 
silver bnliion as will equal in value, at the 
date of presentation, the Dumber of dollars 
expressed on the face of silver, or in gold 
at the option of the Government, or in sil­ 


ver dollars at the option of the holder, and 
the repeal of the compulsory feature of the 
present Coinage Act. 
The Secretary desires to call special at­ 
tention to ibis proposition, believing that 
in the applicaiion of its principles will be 
found the safest, surest and moat satisfac­ 
tory solution of the silver problem, as it is 
now presented, for the action ot this coun­ 
try. 
In explaining the proposed measure, 
at this time, it is intended to deal only 
with its general features; but if desired, a 
bill embracing the details believed to be 
necessary to its satisfactory operation will 
be prepared and submitted for the consid­ 
eration of Congress. 


W O O L-G R O W ER S. 


C olu m b u s D ela n o M ak es a S tron g S p eech 
on th e T ar ill*. 


W a s h in g to n , December 4th. — A t the 
N ational Wool-Grower9’ meeting, a com­ 
m ittee to prepare an address to the wool- 
growers of the United 
States was ap­ 
pointed. Columbas Delano, of Ohio, Pres­ 
ident of the National Association, deliv­ 
ered the annual address. 
H e said both 
food and clothing should be produced at 
home, not purchased from abroad, when 
the people who consume them have facili­ 
ties for their production. 
“ Influenced by the Act of 1883,” he con­ 
tinued," wool-growing languishes through­ 
out the United States, and, w ithout relief, 
m ust soon perish. 
In Texas the wool clip 
of 1883 was valued at $9,22S,234. In 1887 
it was $5,016,674, showing a loss of $4.211,­ 
560. Is it desirable to extinguish the in ­ 
dustry best adapted to this va3t section 
under the cry of ‘ free trade ’ or 1 free 
wool ?’ 
“Under the influence of the Act of 1883 
our annual clip has been reduced 55,000,000 
pounds, while it should have increased at 
the rate of two per cent, annually to keep 
pace with the Uhtural growth of the coun­ 
try. To those who favor 'free trade' as our 
true policy, I add no protest against free 
wool. 
If it be ‘free trade' as a system, let 
us have it pure and simple, without adult­ 
eration or duplicity, under the name of 
‘incidental protection.’ Let us do one thing 
or the other, and have an economical pol­ 
icy that is entitled to an honest and correct 
name. 
A 'tariff tor revenue,’ with inci­ 
dental protection,is a delusion an d a fraud. 
We need a national policy on this subject, 
honestly named. 
If ‘protection,’ let it be 
general and uniform, embracing 
every 
American interest that can be profitably 
pursued by our people,” 
At the conclusion of the address the 
meeting adjourned and the delegates in a 
body called on the President and Secretary 
Rusk. 
Their brief interview with the 
President, as well as that with the Secretary 
of Agriculture, is said to have been very 
satisfactory.

Asia MiDor, Ju n e 20, 1837. 
He studied at Wes­

his uncle, David D udley Field, in New York 
city: was graduated at A lbany Law School in 
1856; was adm itted to th e bar in New York city; 
engaged in farm ing in Stockbridge, Mass.: in 
1858-9, rem oved is tne West and practiced his 
profession in K ansas City. Mo., aud afterw ard 
in Leavenw orth. In 1861-4 ha was a United 
States Commissioner, In 1862-5 Judge of Probate 
and Judge ot the Leavenw orth County Crim inal 
Court, in 1S65-9 Judge o f th e First Judicial Court 
of th e State, aud at the sam e tim e Superintend­ 
en t of i'ublic Schools; in 1869-70 City A ttorney, 
an d in 1870-81 Judge of th e K ansas Suprem e 
Court. H e filled the office of V ice-President 
and subsequently th at ol President of the Board 
of E ducation.

Government 
CaDal Commissioners, have been cordially 
received by President Sacasa and Cabinet, 
and the details of the canal boundaries are 
settled satisfactorily. 
The party will start

gua Canal progresses favorably. It is ex­ 
pected that by March next dredges can 
open the harbor and excavate the same.

Resolutions were also adopted favoring 
the shortening of the duration of Parlia­ 
ment; a reduction of the period of residence 
enabling a man to vote to three m onths ; 
compulsory powers to acquire allotm ents; 
abolition of duties on tea, coffee and cocoa, 
and to direct a popular vote on the liquor 
traffic, and disestablishm ent of the Church 
of England. 
Gladstone was given a non-partisan re­ 
ception in the Town Hall. 
He made an address, in which he dilated 
npon the value of m unicipal institutions 
as among the best guarantees of social se­ 
curity. 
This, he said, was demonstrated by the 
im provem ent they have effected in the life 
and the condition of the great masses of 
the people.

The object was declared to 
be "to secure the prohibition aud suppres­ 
sion by law of the m anufacture and sale of 
intoxicating beverages, and to that end to 
hold in trust for the National Prohibition 
party all property that it may receive or 
acqnire, and to pay the same, as the income 
thereof from tim e to time may accrue, to 
the Tressurer of the National Committee of 
the party, or to such person as said com­ 
mittee may designate.”

"The Act of 1875,” he stated, 
in giving his reasons lor the refusal, "does 
not authorize, in m y opinion, the incor­ 
porators of a society to receive and hold 
property in trust for a political party, nor 
to pay over the income of such property to 
the Treasurer of the National Committee of 
such party.”

FRAUDULENT ILLUSTRATIONS. 
The peripatetic publisher, who rambles 
over the State getting out special editions 
of counties, or parts of countier, and even 
down to neighborhoods, not only does not 
deserve the patronage of the community, 
but deserves exposure and the condemna­ 
tion which such exposure would bring. In 
a large number of cases, if not in most in­ 
stances, the cuts used have done duty for 
every part of the State. We have before 
us a picture originating in this county, en­ 
titled, "A Five-year-old Farm in Sacra­ 
mento County, Cal.” In the immediate 
foreground there is a stubble field, a hay 
rake lying around loose, a dog, some chick­ 
ens, and a gronp of small children stand­ 
ing by a shock of wheat, which has been 
cut and bound after the fashion of twenty- 
five years ago. To the left of the middle- 
ground there are a wagon, with two horses, 
and a eolt running around loose, and two 
men who are on top of the wagon receiv­ 
ing sheaves of wheat, while a third man 
on the ground is pitching from the shock. 
Back of this, in the left background, there 
is a ciump of trees, the foliage of which 
resembles maple or beech. In the right 
middle ground is a five-storv bam, as the 
windows in the gable end indicate. In 
the right background is a handsome, some­ 
what rambling farm-house, situated amid 
sheltering trees. In the middle back­ 
ground a hill rises, and interposed between 
the observer and the hill is a church, 
whose spire is suggestive of English rather 
than American landscape. Such is the 
picture. It has been resurrected to do duty 
in recent publications, and its last appear­ 
ance is uiii&r the title “A Home in South­ 
ern California.” It is predicted that its 
next appearance will be as “A Ranch in 
Siskiyou County.” 
A recent instance, illustrating the man­ 
ner m which these cuts are used to de­ 
fraud the public, relates to some excellent 
cuts from photographs in Capay valley, In 
the western part of Yolo county. These 
cuts were engraved from photographs in 
.New York at the expense Of the Capay 
Valley Land Company, a corporation en­ 
deavoring to establish some large commu­ 
nities upon small holdings, in that most 
fertile valley of California. A San Fran­ 
cisco publication, the publisher of which 
travels over the State inducing the local 
residents to contribute to the cost and 
profit of special editions, visited Washoe 
county, Nevada, and used these Capay val­ 
ley cuts, witii the grand California oaks, 
the picturesque scenery of Capay valiey, 
and all the accessories of beauty and fer­ 
tility, to illustrate a county in Nevada. 
Now, while we are perfectly willing that 
Nevada shall have due credit for its min­ 
eral agricultural and grazing wealth, we 
are not willing that pictures fairly illus­ 
trative of the fertile valleys of California 
•hail be made to play the part of counter­ 
feit representations of countries where the 
fraud must sooner or later be exposed. 
Representations of this kind create a dis- 
irust in the public mind of all illustra­ 
tions. "The five-year-old farm in Sacra­ 
mento county,” fiist alluded to, we are 
¡s"::e» h t disposed to believe has no origi­ 
nal in this county ; its exotic character is 
betrayed by a post and rail fence ; yet we 
expect to see this picture of antiquated 
harvest methods, the tall spire of its rural 
church, four or five-storied barn, and its 
past and rail fence do duty as a typical 
California scene, in the publication of 
every itinerant journalist who is able to 
go into a rural neighborhood and adver­ 
tise the locality to the world in his “illus­ 
trated paper.” 


I t is a singular fact that Stanley, after 
all the hardships he has undergone in the 
interests of geographical discovery, and 
after all he has done for the cause of hu­ 
manity, is a poor man. He will reach the 
light of civilization without scrip or purse, 
and, as he was driven after his return from 
the rescue of Livingstone, so he will be 
pushed to drudgery to earn his daily bread. 
His books have not yielded him much 
profit, and he has no property. Yet he is 
a frugal man and one who indulges in no 
excesses. The world ought not to be guilty 
of the offense of ingratitude towards Stan­ 
ley, but should now provide him the 
means with which to live comfortably and 
engage in some congenial and not laborious 
occupation.

LARGE AND BEAUTIFUL. 
T he K ind of C itrus F ru its P roduced at 
Ioue and V icinity. 
The R ecord-U nion yesterday received 
from J. McCauley, of lone, Amador coun­ 
ty, a box containing several specimens of 
oraDges and Japanese persimmons grown in 
private gardens at that place, which will 
challenge comparrison with the fruit of the 
same kind grown anywhere on the coast. 
8ome of the oranges measure not less than 
thirteen inches in circumference. In a let­ 
ter accompanying the fruit, Mr. McCauley 
says: 
“I take pleasure in sending you two sam­ 
ples of oranges grown within the limits of 
lone—one on gravely hillside land, upon 
an eight-year-old tree which bore 200 
oranges this year, and the other and larger 
specimen on gravelly-clay land, eighteen 
years old, and producing' 500 this year. 
The larger specimen came from the garden 
of Frank Frates, and Í9 supposed tobe a 
"Mediterianean sweet,” though I am not 
certain The size and quality of the fruit 
must speak for itself. 
"There have been but few experiments 
made in growing oranges in this vicinity, 
but j tdging iro n these few experiments 
there is little doubt that a large portion of 
our hill lands is capable of producing with 
profit, a sufficient quantity of oranges to 
supply 'he home market of middle Cali­ 
fornia Why our farm >rs continue to grow 
hay and barley at bm krupt prices, when 
both the deciduous and ci rus fruits can be 
successfully grown, and at good prices, is 
past my comprehension. 
"There are families located all through 
our foothills endeavoring to eke out a liv­ 
ing by ra sing a tew chickens or a little 
hay. or bv cutting tbe wood trom their 
lands, wbiie nature is doing everything but 
speak ’ > them of the certain ‘support,’ if 
not wealth, that lies before them in the 
cultivation of citrus fruhs The excuse for 
not engaging in the cultivation of these 
fruits is the length of time required in the 
development cf the trees. Yet years are 
wasted in the profillcss labor of raising bay 
and barley. Our tables are now daily sup­ 
plied with green vegetables—not omitting 
string b-sns ai d green peas from these 
same bill lands—'hen why not oranges? I 
am not trying to boom this vicinity, for 
booms in many cases are like mushrooms 
—very nice, but short-iived aud unreliable. 
I simply speak of wbat I believe to be true 
of our soil and climate. Oroville and 
Newcastle a-e becoming famous for their 
citrus fruits, while lone, with soil and cli­ 
mate no less favorable, is lagging in the 
background. 
“Those having specimen orange trees in 
our town are; Messrs. F'&nk Fra!e3, Geo. 
Woolsev, U. W. Swain, M Isaacs and Geo. 
H. Dunlap I inclose sample of Mr. Dun­ 
lap’s Japanese pt-r.-dmm ns. first and sec­ 
ond growth, from the same tree. 
‘ Sincj writing tbe above it has been sug- 
ges’ej that these samples might be accept- 
I ab'e to the •California on Wheels' exhibit, 
I which is due in S icramento in a few days. 
However, I forward them to the R ecord 
U nios, hoping they will receive sucn con­ 
sideration as they may merit.”

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POOR HATTIE DONAHUE. 


SOME UNKNOWN SOEEOW DRIVES HEE 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Beautifnl, and Loved by all W ho Knew 
Her, She Seeks Death in the 
Bushing Biver. 


Pretty Kattie B. Donahue's body lay in 
a coffin at Reeves & Long's undertaking 
establishment last night, and was visited 
by scores of people who had heard of her 
sad and tragic death in the early evening. 
She had been an operator in the Western 
Union Telegraph office in this city, and 
committed suicide a few minutes before 0 
o'clock in the evening by jumping from 
the Yolo bridge into the swollen waters of 
the Sacramento river. She was employed 
on the day force, and usually left the office 
at 5 o'clock p. m. 
Yesterday she was still at her post half 
an hour after her usual time for ceasing 
work, and John Allen, the Night Superin­ 
tendent. asked her if she did not want 
to be relieved. He then noticed that she 
was not receiving messages, but was writ­ 
ing, and spoke to her jokingly about it. 
She smiled and replied that it was simply a 
note to a married lady, and a few moments 
afterward left the operating room. On 
reaching the business office down stairs 
she asked the clerk if he could spare her 
ene oL the boys for a little while, and he 
said he could. Accordingly she left, ac- 
comnanied by a messenger. She asked 
the boy to show her the way to 
THE YOLO BRIDGE, 
And he accompanied her there. On reach­ 
ing the bridge she gave him two letters to 
post for he-, and a note for Mrs. Elijah 
Swift, who resides at 210 M street. She 
also gave him two dollars for his trouble. 
The boy left heron the bridge and re­ 
turned, as directed. The bridge-tender 
noticed His? Donahue walking up and 
down on the bridge for some minutes after 
the boy left her, but thought nothing of it, 
supposing .hat she was waiting for some­ 
body. What awful thoughts were engross­ 
ing the mind of the young woman during 
those moments can only be conjectured, 
for she was then contemplating the terri­ 
ble act of self-destruction. Presently Mr. 
Todhunter and one or two other men on 
the Yolo s'.le of the river heard 
AS OMIHOUS SPLASH 
In the river, followed by a heart-piercing 
shriek of despair, and rushing to the edge 
of the hank saw a dark object floating off 
on the rushing current. They made a rush 
for Todhunter's boat near by, but it was 
locked aud could not be got loose. After 
some delay another boat was found and 
the men pat off in it, but they were too 
late—the body had gone out of sight, and 
poor Hattie Donahue had found a watery 
grave. 
The alarm was given and men sat to 
work to recover the body, but it was per­ 
haps two hours before success crowned 
their efforts. The body was finally recov­ 
ered with grappling-irons within a few 
yards of where the unfortunate girl was 
last seen. It was taken to the rooms of 
Reeves A Long, who have charge of Yolo 
county cases occurring in this neighbor­ 
hood. 
In the meantime Mrs. Swift had received 
the note brought her by the messenger boy, 
and fearing that something was wrong, 
hastened to the telegraph office and in­ 
formed Superintendent Sernp and others 
of her fears. The note received by Mrs. 
Switt read as follows : 
Dear ¡[rs. Swift: Ton know my life has not 
been an enviable one for some months past. I 
think I have chosen the easiest way to end my 
troubles. Many thanks to you for past kind­ 
nesses. Yon have been a good friend to me. 
\v«h love. 
Hattie B. 
I he messenger boy was questioned in 
regard to where he had gone with Miss 
Donahue, and farther inquiry developed 
the fact that she had leaped from the 
bridge into the river, as stated. 
SHROUDED IX MYSTERY. 
The first person called upon by a R ecord- 
Union reporter, in his search fot informa­ 
tion that might throw some light on the 
mystery which surrounded the affair, was 
Superintendent Samp. He said that Miss 
Donahue had been an operator in the office 
for about a year, prior to which time she 
had been in the company’s employ at San 
Francisco, Virginia City and Reno, Nev. 
She was oce of the beet operators they had, 
and a young lady of a remarkably quiet 
disposition. She was always at her duty, 
did not keep company with any gentle­ 
man, so far as he knew, and was on the 
best of terms with her relatives at the Bay. 
She had been at her desk all day, and he 
had not the remotest idea as to what could 
have impelled her to commit the terrible 
act of self-destruction. She had seemed to 
he in good spirits all day, and he had not 
noticed anything unusual in her manner. 
The reporter next called upon Mrs. Switt, 
at 210 M street, where Miss Donahue had 
roomed for some eight months. Mrs. Swift 
was so overcome by the ehock of the ter­ 
rible affair that she declined to talk much 
about it. She allowed the reporter to read 
the note she had received from Miss Dona­ 
hue by the boy, the contents of which are 
given above. 
In repiy to questions. Mrs. Swift said she 
had no knowledge of Miss Donahue hav­ 
ing any trouble. For a few days past she 
had noticed that her manner was a little 
quieter than usual, and that at times she 
seemed quite melancholy, but that was all. 
Miss Donahue did not keep company with 
gentlemen, but was always at home as 
soon as her day's duties were over. She 
frequently received the most affectionate 
letters from her married sister, and there 
could not possibly be any family trouble. 
“She vras one of the sweetest and most 
lovable girls I ever met,” said Mrs. Swift, 
‘‘and oh, isn't this awful 1" 
It was. however, learned from another 
person later in the evening that Mrs. Swift 
had mentioned the fact that Miss Donahue 
had recen y received and destroyed quite 
a number of letters. 
PROBABLY DISAPPOINTMENT IN LOVE. 
The reporter next called upon and inter­ 
viewed several gentlemen employed at the 
"Western Union Office. Without an ex­ 
ception they spoke in the very highest 
terms of the girl’s noble character. 
“Why," said oneof the operators, “every­ 
one of us in the office would do as much 
for Hattie as for our own sisters, and there’s 
not a person about here who had not the 
highest possible regaid f r her." 
Mr. Aden said that Miss Donahue's mind 
had evidently been engrossed on yesterday 
with matter# other than her work ; that at 
times she st-ni^d absent-minded, and once 
an operator a: Virginia City, on receiving a 
message from her, inquired what was the 
matter—that she seemed to be less clear­ 
headed than usual. For all that, she was 
agreeable to all who addressed her, and to 
himself said a pleasant good-night on leav­ 
ing the office. 
At the restaurant near by. where Miss 
Douabuehad been in the habit of taking 
her dinner, the reporter heard from the 
waiters the same pleasing remarks about 
her sweet manners and charming disposi­ 
tion. From ne of the waiters it was 
learned that about three weeks ago a very 
gentlemanly man, a stranger in the city, 
accompanied Miss Donahue to one of her 
meals, the first time she had been seen 
there in the company of any gentleman. 
From another source it was learned that 
this gentlemen went East, and that on yes­ 
terday Miss Donahue received a letter 
which seemed to disturb her very much, 
and which sLe at once destroyed. 
A SAD CASE. 
This is one of the saddest tragedies that 
has occurred in this city in many a year. 
The unfortunate yonng lady was only 
about twenty-two years of age, and was 
said to be one of the prettiest and most 
lovable girls in Sacramento. That her aw­ 
ful act was committed in a moment of des- 
peranon, caused by a disappointment of 
some affair of the heart, there seems to be 
little doubt. This view is strengthened by 
the fact tbst her relations with her rela­ 
tives were of the closest character. While 
in this city she had gone but little into 
society, her mind being apparently on 
her work, and in adding to the pleasure 
of ftose around her in her temporary 
home. She was about five feet six inches 
tall, with dark hair, a graceful figure and— 
as before stated—pretty featuies. 
She has one sister married to Joseph 
Collins, with C’Connor, Moffatt & Co., San 
Francisco, and another married sister liv­ 
ing near Niles, Alameda county. Both 
were notified by telegraph last night of her 
sad fate, and they 3re expected to arrive 
here this forenoon. 


before last, people residing on Third street, 
between J and K, were startled by load 
screams coming from the street. Boon a 
boy who has been employed at night work 
in a down-town institution was seen run­ 
ning from Third and J toward K street, 
screaming as loud as possible. He dashed 
into the alley and ran to Second street, 
where he was stopped by special officer 
May, who demanded to know what was the 
matter. 
The lad said that two men had attempted 
to rob him in the alley, but May knew bet­ 
ter than that and soon made the discovery, 
after letting the boy go, that he was sim­ 
ply crazy drunk. 
About an hour later—or near 1 o’clock in 
the morning—officer Ash was lurking in 
the shadows of the lumber yard at Twelfth 
and J streets, when piercing shrieks came 
from around the street corner. He ran in 
that direction and met a boy, who seemed 
to he almost dead from fright, and who de­ 
clared that a man was being murdered in 
a neighboring alley. 
Thinking there was something in the 
story, and hoping to catch some rascal in 
the act of garroting somebody, the afficer 
left thesidewalk and went slushing thronga 
mud in the middle of the street. He 
traversed the almost bottomless alley, but 
everything was quiet. Then he hunted up 
the excited boy, and becoming satisfied that 
he was drunk, took him to the police sta­ 
tion and locked him up for drunkenness 
and disturbing the peace. There it was 
found that he was the same person who 
created the scene on Third street. 
The unfortunate lad has been addicted to 
the use of cigarettes, and has added intoxi­ 
cants to aid in cutting short his life or 
facilitating his entry in prison life. Who­ 
ever would sell liquor or the poisonous 
narcotic sold under the guise of tobacco, 
to steal away his brains, his manhood, and 
his self-respect, deserves all the punish­ 
ment authorized by the criminal code and 
something additional. 
This boy. it is said, has been the chief 
support of his mother, but his career of 
usefulness is seriously threatened.

should be made to divulge the names of the 
parties who sold him the liquor that made 
him drunk.

for the purposes of abortion. Consequently, 
Coroner Clark and District Attorney Bruner 
concluded that it was necessary to hold 
an inquest, which was done last evening. 
The first witness called was John Smith, a 
resident of Diamond Springs, and the half­ 
brother of the deceased, who testified that 
he saw his sister last alive at their home 
last Thursday night. She left home about 
5 o’clock in the morning to come to Sacra­ 
mento with George W. Callahan, a neigh­ 
bor. He did not see her leave. He was 
not aware that she was in a delicate con­ 
dition. She was born at Diamond Springs, 
and was about 19 years of age. 
George W. Newbert, proprietor of the 
American Eagle Hotel, testified that the 
deceased and Mr. Callahan came to his 
hotel on the afternoon of the 29th. She 
went down mwn on Saturday and Sunday. 
On Sunday night she complained of being 
ill. On Tuesday morning his wife in­ 
formed him that Mies Gottsch was very ill, 
and asked him to call on her. With his 
wife he did. The deceased said she had a 
chill. When she was here during the fair 
she said she had her first chili, and when 
she came here this time she had another 
chill. Witness examined her tongue and 
said to her that she did not seem to have 
any fever, and that something else was 
troubling her. He suggested that she had 
better have a physician ; that • Dr. Dixon 
was expected every minute, and that he 
would have him call on her. She said that 
Mr. Callahan had gone for a physician, and 
she was expecting him. In the afternoon, 
about 5 o’clock, his wife called to him that 
Miss Gottsch was groaning in her room. 
He was busy then, and told his wife to go 
to see her. She cauie back and said she 
could not get in, and that she thought Mr. 
Callahan was in the room. She was evi­ 
dently mistaken about Callahan beiDg in 
the room, for he saw him directly after­ 
wards. In a few minutes Callahan called 
to him and said: “Jlv God ! the girl is 
dead.” 
Witness went into the room and found 
that she was apparently dead. He told 
Callahan to go for a doctor, and inform the 
Coroner. Witness remained in the room 
UDtil Dr. Hughson arrived, and when he 
informed the physician the girl was dead, 
he appeared surprised. 
Witness said he bad a conversation with 
Callahan regarding Miss Gottsch's sickness, 
and expressed his opinion. Callahan said 
he was innocent as a child unborn. He 
had never stopped in the house before. In 
her room he found her night-clothes and 
bed-sheets spotted with blood. 
Dr. Hughson testified that Mr. Callahan 
asked him on Tuesday morning, about 9:30 
o’clock, to call on MÍ93 Gottsch; that she 
had a chill and was vomiting. About 11 
o’clock, when he arrived at the hotel, he 
met Callahan, who said that the girl was 
very sick and vomiting terribly. Callahan 
held his horses while he went to the room. 
He found Miss Gottsch vomiting fearfully. 
She said she had eaten nothing out of the 
way. She said she had a pain just below 
tbe ribs, on the right side. She had a ter­ 
rible chill an hour previous. This was all 
the conversation the physician said he had 
with, her. He had come to tbe conclusion 
that she had a chill, and prescribed for it 
and left, and did not see her again until 
sue was dead. She did not exhibit any 
signs of pregnancy when he visited her. 
Witness was thunderstruck when he first 
heard of her death, which was at his home, 
Mr. Callahan having so informed Mrs. 
Hughson. 
G. W. Callahan was the next witness. 
He testified that deceased had asked him 
to allow her to come to Sacramento with 
him, as she desired to do some shopping 
before visiting friendB at Henry’s Diggings. 
They left Diamond Springs in his vehicle 
about 6-30 o’clock in the morning, and 
arrived at the hotel in the evening at five. 
He was ready to return home on Sunday 
morning, bat was detained on account of 
the rain. On her arrival here she com­ 
plained of being cold and having a chill. 
On Sunday afternoon she said she was 
going to see a friend, and he walked a few 
blocks with her. He didn’t have an idea 
that she was so sick. This was about the 
substance of his testimony. 
The jury rendered a verdict that deatji 
resulted lrom the effects of a criminal 
abortion, brought about by the use of some 
instrument, the abortion being performed 
by persons unknown to the jury. 
GKORQB hack’s DEATH. 
An inquest was also held on tbe body of 
George Hack, who was found dead in a bed 
in the Western Hotel on Monday night. 
He had been stopping at the hotel about 
two weeks, and had but little to say. The 
jury found that deceased was about 35 or 
40 years of age, and that his death resulted 
from disease of the heart.

Up to a short time ago the place of busi­ 
ness of the firm was at 323 J street, but the 
accommodations there being inadequate on 
Eccount of influx of business, they moved 
to 419 and 421 J street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, where they claim their appliances 
and conveniences are far superior to any 
other similar establishment on the coast. 
A reporter visited the house yesterday, and 
found a number of persons in the various 
departments of their factory, busily en­ 
gaged in preparing, bottleicg, labeling and 
shipping the product, and it was apparent 
at a glance that the usual depression of 
business at this season was not affecting 
this firm. 
BRIEF NOTES. 


Three K-Street Dives Believed of Their 
Low-lived Crowds. 
The frequency of petty thrievries and 
burglaries, and the contemporaneous pres­ 
ence in the city of an army of ex convicts 
and tramps of the lowest caste, caused 
Chief of Police Lee to issue an order on 
Tuesday for all the officers on night duty 
to move on the notorious dives on K 
street where thieves and garrotera are in 
the habit of gathering and passing thetr 
nights, sleeping on tbe floors, on tables and 
wherever they can find room to squeeze in 
their worthless carcasses. The raid was 
fixed for 1:30 a. m .. yesterday morning, 
but it was nearly 2 o’clock before the offi­ 
cers could get together. The arresting 
force consisted of officers Agner, Stafford, 
Eidred, Harvey, Ashe, Morelli, Carroll, 
Campbell aDd Simmons. 
The first place visited was Fred Gibson’s 
place, the Lafayette. Ordinarily it would 
be an easy matter to “pull” about fifty or 
sixty of the toughest specimens of de­ 
graded humanity in this resort, but the 
best the officers could do was to bag abont 
ten. It looked as if somebody had got 
w.nd of what was comiDg, as tLe gang that 
was marched out of there did not contain 
certain habitues of the place who were 
especially wanted. 
This crowd was herded on the sidewalk 
and moved abont twenty yards down the 
street nntil the door of Jack White's place 
was reached. Here another halt was made, 
while some of the officers entered and soon 
emerged with seven or eigh t hard-lookiD g 
creatures. 
Adjoining White's place is the Smith 
dive, and this panned out better than tbe 
other two, a good round dozen or more be­ 
ing driven ont to join the herd on the side­ 
walk. Then the officers arranged the 
lot in double file and moved th»m 
down in procession to the police 
station. Here tbev were all submitted to 
tbe usual “ zoing-throueh ” process, and 
not as mnch as a dime was found in the 
entire crowd. One fellow had a dirk-kuife 
and another a razor, while nearly all had 
pocket-kDives. They were all deposited in 
the tar.ks for safe-keeping UDtil moraine. 
The gang were all before Judge Buckley 
yesterday on charges of vagrancy. The 
Judge examined the prisoners separately, 
and they had different reasons to give for 
their presence in tbe dives. One said he 
was a blacksmith, out of work, and an­ 
other that he was a hostler. Several said 
that they were steamboat men,and so on. 
In view of the petty thefts and burglaries 
committed lately, the Judge told the pris­ 
oners that tbe police had been instructed 
to rid the city of all idlers. Charges of 
vagrancy conld not be entertained against 
them, and in allowing them to go. his 
Honor warned them that if any of them 
were arrested again for lounging in saloons 
it would go hard with them. 
"If you cannot get work here,” con­ 
cluded Judge Buckley, “ then go some­ 
where else, where you can, and not remain 
idle in this town.”
